cers Association: 

The Police Officers Associations of 
Michigan (POAM) has filed a motion for 
contempt of court against the City of 
Romulus, Police Chief Fred Dansby, 
and Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

These city officials have disregard- 


_ed a /awful arbitrator's decision and 


two court orders concerning the rein- 
statement of a Romulus officer to his 
rightful position on the police force. 
Both Chief Dansby and Mayor McAnally 
could be fined and incarcerated for re- 
fusal to abide by the court’s ruling. 

The officer, after the arbitration 
award and order of the court, appeared 
at the police department ready, willing, 
and able to perform police duties, but 
the city officials refused to reinstate 
him to duty. 

This intentional and conspiratorial 
disregard of lawful orders of the circuit 
court and the court of appeals is depriv- 
ing this officer of his livelihood and his 
civil rights. 

“Is this a civilized society or an an- 
archy?” asked POAM General Counsel 
Frank Guido. ‘No person or entity is 
above the law.” 

Morale in the Romulus Police De- 
partment is extremely low. The officers 
are apprehensive in performing their 
duties, as general opinion is that the 
chief administrates through fear, intim- 
idation, and coercion. 

POAM has communicated to the 
mayor a desire for more open commu- 
nication. It is possible that her advisors 
may not have adequately informed her 
about this situation. Past relations be- 
tween the mayor and the police officers 
were good. 

The Michigan Court of Appeals is 
expected to rule any day on the motion 
for contempt. 3 

Now that you have read what the 
Police Officers Association has said 
about the situation, | will tell you what

of what the mayor and police chief 
should do. As you read this, try to put 
yourself in the place of these two offi- 
cials, who realize that every police offi- 
cer wears a gun, and, therefore, has the 











Legislation authorizing $175.8 mil- 
lion in funds generated through the $800 
million “Protect Michigan’s Future” en- 
vironmental bond issue to clean up haz- 
ardous wastes, finance solid waste re- 
duction projects, and improve recrea- 
tion was signed into law last week by 
Governor James J. Blanchard. 

“These funds are essential to our ef- 
forts to clean up toxic wastes, improve 
Michigan’s environment, and upgrade 
recreation facilities across the State,” 
said Blanchard. “Voters overwhelming- 
ly approved our ‘Protect Michigan’s 
Future’ bond issue to pay for these proj- 
ects, and today | am signing the authori- 
zation for nearly a quarter of that bond 
issue.” 

The Governor signed the bill at 
Romulus Junior High School, near an 
abandoned dump site that once con- 
tained 7,000 drums of industrial waste 
and now will be cleaned up with bond 
funds. 

The legislation, H.B. 4057, autho- 
rizes the expenditure of $117 million in 
funds from the Protect Michigan’s Fu- 
ture bond and another $58.8 million in 
matching funds collected through fed- 
eral, restricted, and private sources.

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Party Stores 
Getting 
Out of Hand

At the intersection of Wayne and 
Ecorse roads, we have PJ’s Lounge 
(on the northeast corner) and the City 
Lounge (on the southwest cornen), and, 
just to the north, there is a store that 
sells liquor, too. 

I guess that, normally, that wouldn’t 
be too bad in acity the size of Romulus, 
but stop and think about how many oth- 
er party stores sell liquor in our town. 

One mile east of Wayne and Ecorse 
is the Wheat and Rye bar and the Super J 
party store, and another mile further 
east (at Ecorse and Middle Belt) is the 
Super Y party store. 

Coming back south and west (lam 
just recalling stores and bars off the 
top of my head; this isn’t all of them), 
along Wayne Road, there is Kegger’s 
(about a half-mile south of Ecorse Road), 
the A & Z party store and Romulus City 
Drug (both are located in the same shop- 
ping center, about a half-mile further 
south), and Ru’s party store (just a little 
further down the street). On Goddard, 
in the Downtown Area, you'll find the 
Landing Strip Lounge, the Romulus IGA 
grocery, and Mike’s Party Store. At Five 
Points, there’s Walter's Bar, the Silver 
Bullet Bar, the Golden Galleon (previ- 
ously Fred and Mary’s), and the Polka- 
Dot Party Pantry. And, of course, there 
is the new Super J party store on Huron 
River Drive at Eureka, Terry’s Lounge, 
the Middlebelt Bar (another name at 
this writing), a party store near the 
Oakbrook subdivision, hotels that sell 
alcohol, and who knows how many 
others that I’ve missed? 

What is the point of all this? Recent- 
ly, both the Planning Commission and 
the City Council okayed a liquor license 
transfer from the Super J party store on 
Huron River Drive to another store that 
the owners are planning to build at 
Wayne and Ecorse roads. (The only City 
Councilman to vote against the transfer 
was Ellis Pennington.) 

You stop and count the number of 
bars and stores that | have mentioned 
in this article so far, and you tell me if 
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we need any more of them. 

True, this is the United States, and 
we have a free enterprise system, which 
means that if you have the money, can 
pass the city codes, and can get ap- 
proval from the appropriate authorities, 
then you can open a business — as 
long as it is legal. 

No, | am not saying that any of the 
businesses | have mentioned are illegal, 
nor am | implying that they are engaged 
in any illegal activities. But alcohol 
breeds trouble, just as dope and fast 
cars do. 

You are probably saying, “This guy 
must be nuts.” 

| don’t really think so. Yes, | go a lit- 
tle nuts when | hear of dope being sold 
to our kids, and, yes, | go nuts when | 
hear of bars, and especially liquor stores 
and party stores, selling to minors be- 
cause they are easy prey. 

Numerous party stores have been 
busted on sting operations for selling 
beer, wine, and hard liquor to our kids. 


_The Planning Commission knows this, 


as does every member of the City Coun- 
cil and every member of the Police De- 
partment. Kids are easy. Make some- 
thing easily accessible to them, and 
they will take advantage of it. You and 
| did when we were kids. Make it diffi- 
cult for them, and they are more likely to 
stay away from it (whatever ‘it’ may be). 

The point | am trying to make is that 
the Planning Commission and the City 
Council know the problems we have 
had in the past with alcohol in this (and 
every other) city. Why make it any easier 
for kids to gain access to it? 

Another reason | feel the transfer 
of a beer-wine and/or liquor license 
should have been denied for that par- 
ticular locations is that traffic hazards 
will surely occur. 

The Ecorse-Wayne intersection is 
already a busy one, with two bars on 
opposite corners. Both of those roads 
are scheduled to be widened — and, 
normally, aroad is not widened unless 
there is a huge increase in traffic on it, 
or at least the expectation of such an 
increase. How many people do you 
think may get hurt (or, even worse, killed) 
at that intersection because of more 
booze being available? One can only 
speculate. 

Greed does funny things to people. 
The man who is going to put up the new 
store is a respectable person, so! am 
told. He already has a thriving business 
with his other store, and the comple- 
tion of another of his proposed projects, 
a new strip mall, will bring him even 
more prosperity. Why does he want to 
build yet another party store and trans- 
fer the license from an established loca- 
tion to one that is already flooded with 
beer/wine and liquor licenses? 

A little over 50% of all fatal acci- 
dents in Michigan are alcohol-related. 
That alone should tell you something. 
It is time for our city planners and city 
councilmen (and whoever else may be 
involved) to make an attempt to con- 
sider a// of the long-term effects of their 
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decisions, instead of limiting their con- 
cern to an increase in our tax base. 

Anyone who thinks that this is not 
a serious matter should check it out! 
See how many people alcohol and/or 
drugs have destroyed (more than any 
war we have ever been involved in). 

In the 35 years that | was involved in 
the entertainment field, | played music 
in many night clubs, and|am well aware 
of what alcohol can do to a person and 
his/her family. 

Selling to minors has gone on for 
many years, and will continue in the 
future, | am sure. But why make it so 
easily accessible?

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School Board Meetings Now 
Being Covered by Shamanski

During the April 9, 1990 regular meet- 
ing of the Romulus Board of Education, 
Superintendent, Dr. William Bedell, and 
Assistant for Business, Joel Carr, re- 
ported that, due to a projected decline 
in next year’s student enrollment, the 
School District is likely to lose seven 
or eight current positions. It was ex- 
plained that such action is tentative at 
this point, as, presently, future student 
enrollmentcan only be estimated. Board 
Member Mary King queried whether the 
potential cutbacks would still be neces- 
sary if enrollment remained at, or in- 
creased from, its present level. After 
further discussion, it was generally con- 
cluded that such a stabilization or in- 
crease is, at present, unlikely. 

During a discussion regarding an 
out-sourced electrician debt, Board 
Member Edward Wilkerson questioned 
whether it might be financially benefi- 
cial for the District to hire a permanent

electrician. Mr. Carr pointed out that, if 
an electrician were hired, that particular 
yearly salary would be more costly than 
paying individual contractors through- 
out the year. 

T. M. LeCesne, Assistant Superin- 
tendent, presented a lettered proposal 
from Holiday Inn to host this year’s Vol- 
unteer Recognition Dinner. After a gen- 
eral discussion led by Members King, 
Pat Patterson, Sandra Langley, and 
LeCesne, it was determined that ac- 
cepting Holiday Inn’s proposal, in lieu 
of using school facilities, would add 
approximately $1,000 to the event’s 
cost. The final consensus was to util- 
ize school facilities because of the 
School District’s depressed financial 
state. 

Speaking to a Federal law mandat- 
ing the writing and implementation of a 
Drug-Free Workplace Policy, Dr. Bedell 
urged the Policy Committee to be un- 
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questionably specific when writing the 
required guidelines. There are, he stat- 
ed, usual, customary, and proper situ- 
ations which, under a loosely written 
Policy, could potentially be interpreted 
as a Policy violation. Dr. Bedell then 
presented a theoretical situation in 
which a teacher, innocently having an 
alcoholic beverage with a colleague 
after an all-day seminar, could, under 
such loose guidelines, be questioned 
as a Policy violation. Dr. Bedell there- 
fore recommends specific clarification 
be used when formulating this Policy. 
In other matters, it was decided that, 
because of a scheduling conflict, the 
next regular Board meeting will be held 
Monday, April 30, at 7:30 p.m. 1)

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Levin: Government 
Inaction Hurting 
Michigan Business 


“I just see alot of hurdles here. . . .| 
don't see a massive effort, like | see in 
other countries, to help our companies 
in Michigan and elsewhere do business 
in the new Eastern Europe.” 

So said Senator Carl Levin (D-Mich.) 
at a Senate Small Business Committee 
session dealing with trade opportuni- 
ties for small- and medium-sized busi- 
nesses in Poland, Czechoslovakia, and 
other newly freed Eastern European 
countries. 

Levin serves on the Committee, 
which was chaired by Senator Joseph 
Lieberman (D-Conn.). 

“What does a small exporter in 
Michigan do, when he or she wants to 
export to Eastern Europe?” Levin asked 
Thomas Duesterberg, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, and other govern- 
ment witnesses. ‘‘Do they go to the 
Small Business Administration? The 
Department of Commerce? The Trade 
Represenative? Is there material avail- 

able to help them?” 

Duesterberg conceded that, with 
the exception of Poland and Hungary, 
the materials are not available. He sug- 
gested businesses start at the Foreign 
Commercial Service Office, then “go 
over there (Eastern Europe) and we can

bject to change without notice. 
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put them in touch with our staff abroad.” 

Said Levin: ‘I’ve been there. And | 
can tell you, other countries’ busi- 
nesses are all over the place. I’ve been 
to Czechoslovakia and East Germany. 
They're there. The West Germans, the 
French, the British are all evident in 
Eastern Europe. They're involved, they're 
on the move, they’re excited about the 
opportunities. 

“But | just see a lot of hurdles here 
inthe U.S... .1don’t see any momentum 
towards helping our small businesses, 
in Michigan and elsewhere, to overcome 
the hurdles, the red tape, and the bu- 
reaucracy. Our companies don’t need 
encouragement — they're ready. But 
they need help and guidance. 

“l have met with Polish leader Lech 
Walesa.a number of times,” Levin noted. 
“He told me, ‘We want you here. We 
want your small businesses and the 
joint ventures’ The Czech leadership 
told me the same thing. 

“Yet, | do not see our government 
agencies offering our small businesses 
the direction they need to get into the 
action.”

igan, the officer in question was dis- 
charged from duty on March 3, 1989, 
for violating eight rules and regulations 
of the Romulus Police Department/City 
of Romulus. 

On December 26, 1989, the arbitra- 
tor found the former police officer guilty 
of all eight charges, and ordered him 
back to work at his former position with- 
out back pay. 

The City also maintains that the 
arbitrator was in violation of his con- 
tract with both parties (the City and the 
POAM), and that he (the arbitrator) ex- 
ceeded his jurisdiction and authority. 

In count four of the complaint 
against the POAM by the City of Rom- 
ulus, it states that the arbitration award 
is against public policy as outlined in 
the provisions of MCLA 28.601, “It is the

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public policy of this state that those 
individuals who are psychologically 
unfit for employment as a police offi- 
cer shall not be employed as a police 
officer.” 

Count four, paragraph 26, contin- 
ues, “Harley V. Stock, Ph.D., staff psy- 
chologist for the State of Michigan, 
‘Department of Corrections, and a na- 
tionally recognized expert in the field 
of police officers fitness for duty eval- 
uations, conducted extensive testing 
and determined that (the officer) was 
unfit to be a police officer. Doctor Stock 
further determined that (the officer) 
should not be returned to employment 
with the Romulus Police Department, 
as said return to employment could be 
detrimental to the citizens of Romulus 
and the police department.” 

According to City Attorney Jamil 
Akhtar, the officer in question has been 
back on the City’s payroll since March 
13, 1990, and the City has, in fact, given 
him paychecks since that date. Akhtar 
also stated that the officer has refused 
to return to work, even though a direct 
order to return to work was issued by 
Lieutenant Brown of the Romulus Po- 
lice Department. The head of the Per- 
sonnel Department for the City of Rom- 
ulus, Marilyn Radford, said that the 
officer has refused to accept two reg- 
ular-delivery letters and two registered 
letters requesting him to come in, fill 
out a new health card, and take a drug 
screening test. 

“Regardless of the arbitrator's 
award, we have the right, by law, to de- 
mand a new health status card and 
drug screening before putting any em- 
ployee back to work,’ Radford stated. 

“(The officer) also refused to accept 
a check that was sent to him, and was 
ultimately delivered to the POAM and 
Mr: Guido at their headquarters,” she 
continued. “There was a problem be- 
Cause some clerk typed on the back of 
the check ‘final paycheck.’ However, 
the city attorney, Akhtar, sent a letter 
and explained that the check was, in 
fact, not (the officer’s) final check; it 
was a clerical error.” 

Mayor McAnally was contacted in 
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California, where she is vacationing, 
about the letter from the POAM, accus- 
ing her of contempt of court. 

“| have the responsibility for the 
safety of the people of Romulus and 
the police department employees, and 
| am acting on sound legal advice in 
carrying out those responsibilities,” 
McAnally said. “The return of (the offi- 
cer) as an active police officer, carrying 
a gun while possibly under the influ- 
ence of alcohol, would be an irrespon- 
sible act on my part as mayor of this 
city.” 

McAnally indicated that she will 
fight the arbitrator's award with undy- 
ing gusto. 0 
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will require polluters — not taxpayers — 
to pay to clean up the toxic mess they 
make.” 
Some $700,000 in funds from the 
“Protect Michigan’s Future” bond issue 
are to be used to clean up the dump near 
Wick Elementary School, which was 
closed in 1975 after illegal dumping 
practices and drums of hazardous liquid 
industrial waste were found at the site. 
Including the bond appropriation 
signed by the Governor, some $200 mil- 
lion from the “Protect Michigan’s Fu- 
ture” bond issue will have been ap- 
proved, with funds that include: 
¢ $44.8 million to close 64 landfills and 
dumps, and finance 82 resource re- 
covery projects; 

¢ $52.6 million for remedial clean-up 
action at 87 toxic waste sites; 

¢ $40.6 million for restoration and im- 
provements at 65 state parks; 

° $25 million for the Great Lakes Pro- 
tection Fund; 

¢ $19.6 million for the Water Pollution 
Control Revolving Fund to help com- 
munities build wastewater treatment 
plants; 

¢ $77 million to local units of govern- 
ment for 63 recreation area develop- 
ment and improvement projects; and 

¢ $4.7 million for boating, fishing, and 
wildlife development projects. 

Earlier the same day, the Governor 
signed Executive Orders in Plainwell, 
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establishing an Environmental Inspec- 
tor General to ensure state government 
leads by example in environmental and 
health safety efforts. The orders require 
environmental and health safety officers 
in each state department and arenewed 
commitment to regional, national, and 
international efforts to preserve and 
protect the Great Lakes. 

Under the orders, all departments 
would be required to adhere to the let- 
ter and spirit of all State and Federal 
environmental and health safety laws 
and regulations, and designate environ- 
mental compliance officers and health 
safety officers whose activities would 
be reviewed by the Environmental In- 
spector General. 

The text of Executive Order 1990-6, 
establishing environmental compliance 
officers and the inspector general, reads 
as follows: 

WHEREAS, Michigan is a national 
leader in protecting and preserving the 
environment and ensuring the safety 
and health of its work force; and 

WHEREAS, laws governing pollu- 
tion control, health and safety apply 
to the operation of state government; 
and 

WHEREAS, government shouldlead 
by example in meeting the letter and 
spirit of state and federal environmental 
safety and health laws; 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, JAMES J. 
BLANCHARD, Governor of the State 
of Michigan, pursuant to the authority 
vested in me by the Michigan Constitu- 
tion of 1963, the laws of the State of 
Michigan and the laws of the United 
States, do hereby Order the following: 
1. Each department of state govern- 

ment shall implement a program to 
ensure compliance with environ- 
mental regulations applicable to its 
operations. The Director of each de- 
partment shall appoint an environ- 
mental compliance officer who shall 
assist in implementing that program 
and report regularly and annually 
to the department director on its 
operation. 

2. Each department of state govern- 
ment shall implement a program to 
ensure a safe and healthful work- 
place. That program shall meet cri- 
teria established by Occupational 
Safety and Health laws as well as 
the Occupational Safety and Health 
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Program for state government as 
established by the Policy Council 
on Disability Management. The di- 
rector of each department shall ap- 
point a safety and health coordina- 
tor to assist in implementing that 
program and report regularly and 
annually to the department director 
on its operation. 


3. The director of the department of 
Management and Budget shall cre- 
ate the position of the Inspector 
General within the executive office 
of the department. The director shall 
appoint the Inspector General, pro- 
vide staff and other resources and 
Support as necessary, and assign 
duties which shall include: 

a. Working with state departments 
and agencies to assess and en- 
sure compliance with environ- 
mental and occupational safety 
and health laws. This responsi- 
bility shall include: 

i. Establishing and coordinating 
interagency teams as needed 
to assist state agencies in 
compliance. The teams shall 
provide as necessary resourc- 
es, training, environmental au- 
diting and assessments, tech- 
nical and other assistance to 
ensure compliance. 

ii. Working with the environmen- 
tal compliance officers, and 
safety and health coordina- 
tors designated pursuant to 
this order. 

b. Assessing and securing the re- 
sources and training necessary 
to ensure compliance and pro- 
tection of state employees and 
the public. 

c. Developing and implementing 
guidelines and requirements for 
contracts between state agen- 
cies and private parties to: 

i. Require and ensure compli- 
ance with environmental and 
occupational safety and health 
laws. These provisions shall 
include sanctions, including 
denial of future contracting 
privileges, for violations of 
environmental and occupa- 
tional health and safety laws. 

ii. Require as appropriate and 
necessary that contractors

At one time, an owner of adog was 
not liable for a dog bite unless the own- 
er was previously aware of the dog’s 
mischievous propensity. This rule has 
been changed by statute, and the owner 
is now liable for all bites, regardless of 
the former viciousness of the dog or the 
owner's knowledge of that fact. 

The only defense for an owner of a

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Gout

Gout is clearly one of the most 
graphic examples of how the mighty 
are struck low. 

A painful inflammation of the joints 
caused by an excess of uric acid in the 
blood, gout has historically been known 
as the disease of kings. 

Now that more is known about the 
debilitating ailment, it can be treated 
or even avoided entirely by close atten- 
tion to diet, stress, and alcohol intake. 
However, more than 1.8 million Amer- 
icans, mostly middle-aged men, are 
bothered by the disease. 

Gout is one of the 100 types of arth- 
ritis. It occurs when too much uric acid 
— hyperuricemia — forms tiny crystals 
in the joints. The movement of the crys- 
tals triggers a gout attack. 

The attack, inflammation and throb- 
bing pain ina joint, usually the big toe, 
often begins at night. The joint be- 
comes quite swollen and the skin dark- 
ens almost to purple and feels fever- 
ishly hot. y 

The initial attack may last just a 
few days. This is the time to find out if 
it is indeed gout. Left untreated, gout 
can affect other joints, with the build- 
up of uric crystals forming rock-like 
structures and causing permanent bone 
damage. 

The test for gout involves the podia- 
trist examining a blood sample under 
a microscope for the presence of uric 
acid. Several drugs are used for treat-

ment, and your podiatrist will recom- 
mend the one suited to your case. 

Foods with excessive amounts of 
purine nitrogen, the element that forms 
uric acid, include: anchovies, aspara- 
gus, brains, consomme, gravies, heart, 
herring, kidney, liver, meat extracts, 
mincemeat, mushrooms, mussels, roe, 
sardines, scallops, and sweetbreads. 
Drinking more fluids — several glasses 
of water a day — can help dilute the 
harmful effects of uric acid and help 
the kidneys excrete it. 

Gout is rare in women until after 
menopause, when hormonal changes 
can cause an increase in uric acid. It 
is also rare in men under age 30. 

A condition that occurs in women 
mimics gout in symptoms, diagnosis, 
and treatment. It is referred to as 
pseudo gout, and responds well to 
dietary changes and an increase in 
water intake. 

There’s only one thing positive to 
be said for a sufferer of gout — “You’re 
not in bad company.’ Many great men 
have been so afflicted, including Alex- 
ander the Great, Benjamin Franklin, 
Henry VII, Leonardo da Vinci, Michel- 
angelo, Martin Luther, Sir Isaac New- 
ton, and John Milton.

State Representative David Gubow 
(D-Huntington Woods) announced that 
the final report of the House Special 
Ad Hoc Committee on Physician Licen- 
sure, which he chairs, recommends im- 
provements that would streamline the 
licensure and discipline systems for 
Michigan’s more than 200,000 licensed 
health care professionals. 

“The new system will provide a 
greater opportunity for professionals 
and the public to work together to pro- 
tect the integrity of the licensed health 
professionals and the health and safety 
of all Michigan residents,” Rep. Gubow 
said. 

The committee, appointed by House 
Speaker Lewis N. Dodak (D-Birch Run 
Area), recommends that the licensing 
boards for each medical specialty or 
discipline continue to function separ- 
ately and be responsible for licensing 
and continuing education requirements. 

The discipline process would be 
combined for all 15 licensed health 
occupations and would consist of: 

e a thorough investigation of com- 
plaints and recommendations for 
action by the Department of Licens- 
ing and Regulation; 
amandatory settlement conference; 
formal hearings on complaints by 
three-member regional boards con- 
sisting of two peers of the affected 
health care professional and an at- 
torney; and 
a final review, with any appropriate 
disciplinary actions, by a full-time 
state discipline board consisting of 
five members of the public and two 
licensed health care professionals. 
“The new system would increase 
the state’s disciplinary powers,’ Rep. 
Gubow said, “‘and clearly define roles 
and expectations of the health care 
professionals, patients, advocates, and 
all others involved in the process.”

Other committee recommendations 
include distribution of information to 
the public on how to file complaints, 
increased investigative staff for the 
Department of Licensing and Regula- 
tion, direct reporting of certain misde- 
meanor and felony convictions for all 
licensed health professionals, auto- 
matic suspension for certain convic- 
tions, and increased publication of 
disciplinary actions. The committee 
also recommended that all licensing 
fees be increased and earmarked for 
the new program. 

“Many people who spoke to the 
committee supported increased disci- 
plinary actions,” Rep. Gubow said, “if 
the process included peer participation, 
timely actions, and increased staff and 
authority for the Department of Licens- 
ing and Regulation.’ 

The Special Ad Hoc Committee on 
Physician Licensure was appointed 
by Speaker Dodak in January, 1989, to 
examine Michigan's physician licen- 
sure and discipline system and to rec- 
ommend legislation that would improve 
the quality of medical care. Other mem-
